Developments today, following the spectacular attempt yester. 
day afternoon to rob the Meramee Trust Co., at 3224 Meramee 
street, were: 

The death of Patrolman Thomas J. Ward at 7:30. a. m. at 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospital from bullet wounds inflicted by one | 
of the two robbers, after they had dropped #20,000 in Liberty 
Bonds and cash, taken from the bank, and had been surrounded 
by policemen. 

The sending of a message to Gov. Gardner by Cireuit At 
torney McDaniel asking that consideration of a recommenda- 
tion to restore capital punishment be included in the eall for an 
extra session of the Legislature. 

A resolution, calling upon the Governor to inelude the 
considerafion of restoration of capital punishment at the spe- 
cial session of the Legislature, w ill be introduced at this after 


noon’s session of the Board of Aldermen by Alderman Nat 


Hall. 

Confessions by the captured robbers, Earl Hunter, 23 years 
old, of 1463 Arlington avenue, an ex-convict, who worked 15 
days at the Hotel Statler as a key clerk after being paroled 
from the Missouri penitentiary by Gov. Gardner, Feb. 17, last, 
and Charles G. Bergmann, 24 years old, of 3812 Neosho, a for- 
mer soldier in the Twelfth Cavalry, with a record as a military 
convict. 

Police search for two men named in Hunter’s and Berg 
mann’s confessions. One of these is said to have aided in plan-~ 
ning the robbery, and the other was a serv ice car chauffeur, 
who drove the robbers to the bank in an automobile, but fled 
when the shooting started. 

The discovery that $1142.50 found in Bergman's pockets 
after his arrest was money stolen from the bank. He admitted 
that in-addition to the money he put in the suitcase, and which 
was to have been divided by the robbers, he put this amount in_ 
his pocket for himself: In Hunter's pockets the police foun 
$95.32 in cash. He denied this was the bank’s money and said 
he won it in a dice game. 

Sergt. William J. Smith,-shot in the head and body by the 
robbers is in a serious condition at the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital. 
The bullet which entered his head paralyzed his optic nerves and 


surgeons say that if he recovers he will be blind. The bullet was 


removed this morning.

participated but were uninjured in 
a riot in the workhouse quarry 
terday afternoon, in which 
were hurt, surrendered to the guards 
and police at 6 o'clock this morning, 
all-night mutiny, during 
which they were herded in the quar- 
ry, the negroes in one end and the 
whites in the other. 
Easily Taken to Cells. 

Exhausted from a night of expos. 
ure and no sleep, the prisoners were 
easily taken to their cells, 
most of them fell asleep. nm. N. 
Morgan, the superintendent. an- 
nounced that none would receive 
any food untfl they told all essential 
details of the cause of the riot 
the circumstances which 
possible. . 

Only two guards were on duty at 
the quarry when the riot 
with white prisoners hurling bombs, 
which had been smuggled into the 
quarry, and which are 
have contained nitroglycerin, 
the group of 90 negro prisoners. The 
negzroes began hurling rocks at the 
white prisoners, and the entire mass 
of 165 prisoners were immediately 
involved in the riot. 

Guards VPired on 

The guards, John Fornow and 
Howard Sappington, fired many 
times into the fighting prisoners. 
Fifteen men were yin’ wounded 
when reinforcements of guards suc- 
ceeded in separating the whites from 
the blacks, some with bullet wounds 
and others with wounds suffered in 
the fight. 

Supt. Morgan 
when he heard ioud explo- 
sions in the quarry, which he at first 
supposed were explosions of dyna- 
mite used in blasting ~ock, but a 
moment later he heard a revolver 
shot, and realized that the first ex- 
Plesions were too loud for the ordl- 
nary charge of dynamite.

Throughout the night they 
cursed and velled at each other, but 
made no further attempts to fight. 

At 10 o'clock the lights were ex- 
tinguished, Morgan believes by a 
prisoner in another part of the work- 
house, and for more than an hour 
the place was in darkness. A trcu- 
hie crew from the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. made the nec- 
essary repairs. 

Work Stopped for Day. 

Work had stopped for the day in 
the quarry and the men were on 
their way to their cells when the riot 
began. The white prisoners had 
reached the upper of two stone 
ledges and the negroes were on the 
lower ledge, when several white pris 
oners, so far unidentified by the 
workhouse authorities, dropped ex- 
plosives among the negroes. Morgan 
believes the explosives were in the 
nature of bombs. Guards found on 
& roadway leading to the quarry a 
fmall tin can with a short fuse at 
one end. This bomb, if it proves on 
analysis to be one, would require 
lighting, but Morgan believes those 
exploded in the quarry were  dis- 
charged by percussion. 

Tt is his opinion that friends of 
Prisoness concealed the explosives in 
the quarry the previous night and 
that certain of the prisoners knew 
Where it could be found. ‘There is 
no quarry guard at night except one 
Street department employe who is on 
Watch at the machinery house. 


Weapons in Quarry Before. 
Weapons frequentiy have 
@scovered in the quarry, but Morgan 
Said it was so large and access to it 
80 easily obtained that it would be 
Almost impossible to maintain 
Adequate guard to prevent weapons, 
drugs and other contraband from be- 
NE smuggled into it. Roughly 
Quarry is 1200 feet long, 480 
Wide and 250 feet deep.
